WHEREAS the Additional District Magistrate, Palghat, having been 
satisfied that public assemblics in Palghat Municipal arca are likely to 
endanger public safety and preservation of public peace, has in his proceed 
ings No. S1-13258 /71 daicd 29-4-1971 issued a notification prohibiting the 
holding ofany procession or public assembly in the Palghat Municipal area 
for a period of 15 days commencing from the after-noon of 29th April, 1971; 

AND WHEREAS the Government have in Notifications No. 18122/D4/71/ 
Home dated 13-5-1971, 28-5-1971 and 12-6-1971 published in Kerala 
Gazettes extraordinary No. 246 dated 13-5-1971, No. 258 dated 28-5-1971 
and No. 276 dated 12-6-1971 respectively ordered that the order issued by 
the Additional District Magistrate shall continue to remain in force for 
successive periods of 15 days; 

AND WHEREAS the said order issued by the Additional District Magistrate 
as continued in force by the Government Notifications mentioned above 
will cease to be in force after 27-6-1971; 
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AND WHEREAS the Government are further satisfied from the report of 
the Additional District Magistrate, Palghat that it is necessary for the preser 
vation of the public peace and public safety in the said locality that the 
said order should continue to remain in force for a further period of 
15 days from 28th June, 1971 ; 

Now therefore in exercise of the powers under sub-section (2 ) ofsection 
23 of the Kerala Police Act, 1960 (Act 5 of 1961) the Government of Kerala 
hereby direct ihat the said order issued by the Additional District Magistrate, 
Palghat, shall continue to remain in force for a further period of fifteen 
days from 28 Junc , 1971.

Under the existing rules the annuity or interim annuity payment order 
in Form 34 or in Form 34.A. as the case may be, has to be signed by a 
Secretary to Government. To speed up the disposal of applications for 
annuity and for interim annuity it is considered necessary that the Joint 
Secretary and Deputy Secretary should also be empowered to sign the 
orders for annuity /interim annuity payment. 

The mendment is intended to achieve the above object.
